I will give these matters
my attention as early as possible.”

MEe. PrEsIDENT—The Latter Day Saints assem-
bled in General Conference, at Logan, Utadb., oa
the 6th day of April, 1885, and appointed & com-
mittee 'o draft a speciiic stalement of the wrongs
they nave suffered ana are still snffering (rom the
tvratunical condoct of Federal officials, The com-
mittee thus created submitted the resnlt of its
labors to tbe Mormou people of Utah, gathered in
mass meetings in the several countles of that Ter-
ritory on the 24 of May. 18555, The people of their
own free will unanimously and enthusiastically
ratified the “Declaration ¢/ Grievances and Pro-
test,”” end the undersizned were delegated to come
here and forma'ly deliver the same to you. In the
performance of this dnty, we beg leave o
assure *ou that this deocument voices the
sentiments of the whole bedy of the Mormou p2o-
pie- It is not the mere d ¢c'um of the cnurch

They have written the law, steadiastly resisted
what they believed to be uniast eagactments, but
they have nit resisted ana will not resist the
judements of the courts. They maintatn, howe-
ever, that they cueht not to be made the victims
of speeial legislation enacted upder the form of
general laws, Tnesetl of Coneress punishing by
imprisonmeant nolawful cobabitation 18 unquas-
tonabiy » geueral jaw, applying allke 1o a1 the
inhabitants o! the Territory over which the Uni-
ted States claims jarisdiction.

Fuller Detalls of His iight With the Af.
ghans.

Er. Perepsivre, May 13,—General Kom-
arofl’s latest dispatches regarding 1the col-
lision between the Kussians and Alghans
near Penjdeh reiterate with faller details his
earlier accourt of the affair. He saysthe
Afgbans sent 8 taunting message to the Rus-
sians, declaring that they would thrash the
Ruseians esthey had thrazhed the Englisb,
The Afghans, Geners! Komaroff again in-
siste, fired the first shote, and 8o were respon-

eible for brinezing on the engagement. Gen-
eral homarcil says he learned from prison-
ers who were captured 1n battle that the
Afghan leaders had ordered the Sariks to
fornish & contingent of 1 000 men to the
Afgban army. The time which had been
allowed the Sariks to determine whether
they would comply with this order expired
cn the very day the battie occurred, and an
avswer from them was expected by 1he
Afgbans on that very day. The effact pro-
duced by the Russian success on ths neigh-
boring people was 8o great thai directly
after the battle Ffarik and Ersa'k Turko-
mans oifered their a'leg’ance to Ilaszia A
few days after the battla, namely, on the
7tn of April, General Komaroff says he
wrote to Taib Salar, the Al han commander
at,Penjdeh, that he had no farther auimosity
against the Afghans.
